Body oblong, repent, naked: often inhabiting a 
tube. 

Mouth without teeth, in fome fpecies exferting a 
clavated probofcis. 

Tentacula feveral, capillary and ciliated; in fome 
fpecies fafciculated. 


SPECIFIC CHARACTER. 
TEREBELLA with fpirally fafciculated tenta- 
cula; the head of the probofcis furnifhed 


with two horns. 


It has been already obferved in the courfe of the 
prefent work, that the foramina which frequently 
appear in fome of the larger globofe Madrepores, 
are not always owing to the natural ftructure of the 
coral, but rather to the operation of fome other 
animal, which thus forms itfelf a habitation in the 
madrepore. Of this a curious inftance has been ob- 
ferved by the ingenious Mr. Home, whofe memoir 


on this mr may be feen in the feventy-fifth 
volume 


volume of the Philofophical Tranfactions, accom- 
panied by fome farther obfervations by Mr. John 
Hunter. From the figure there given, and which 
we have here copied, as an illuftration of this par- 
ticular, it appears that the animal fhould be con- 
fidered as a fpecies of Terebella, which, when it 
has formed itfelf a hole in the madrepore, continues 
to refide therc, and may be fuppofed to protrude 
itfelf occafionally from its cell in queft of prey.
